llores CHERUBINI has been pointed out in the history of music for his high idealism, his 
independent disposition, and his epic calmness—never overpowered by circumstances and 
even in the most passionate moments never exceeding the sounds of artistic moderation. 
These qualities determined the perfection of his religious works, the products of his most 
mature period of composition. Earlier, he had written many secular works, particularly 
dramatic operas such as ‘““Demophon” and “Lodiska.” These are technically classed as 


opera-comique. 


During his operatic period, however, he was influenced by the church music and began | 


composing in the forms suitable for the service of the Roman Catholic Church. The re- 
sult was spectacular church music which gained him a place in the front rank of the com- 
posers of his time. 

Shortly after 1900, because of the immoderate length of Cherubini’s religious works 
and their violently dramatic character, the Pope published his decision that this style of 
writing was not suitable for the Divine Service of the Church and decreed that only the 
Gregorian Chant should be sung at the Mass. Now Cherubini’s religious works are per- 
formed only on festival occasions. 

A master work of religious music, Cherubini’s Requiem Mass in C minor is among 
the greatest of all musical literature. This work displays the composer’s accomplished 
musictanship, his earnestness and vividness, his pathetic tenderness and epical grandeur, 
his rich harmonies and striking modulations. 

Cherubini was born in Florence, Italy on September 14, 1760, and at the early age of 
six he enjoyed training in strict counterpoint from his father, a musician and composer at 
the Porgola Theater and at the Palestrina School. After a long life, during which he held 
many important posts in music, Cherubini died in Paris March 15, 1842.
